October 1st 


The Alabama Dept. of Revenue 
reminds vehicle owners that antique 
license iags displayed on vehicles 25 
years or older will expire Sept. 
30,1997, and after that date, will no 
longer be valid tags. 

Legislation passed in the 1996 
regular session repealed the antique 
tag and called for the issuance of a 
vintage tag in its place, setting clear- 
ly-defined qualification requirements 
for vintage vehicles, increasing the 
vehicle age qualification from 25 to 
30 years, as well as defining the use 
of the vehicle, 

The law required that the vintage 
lag replace the antique tag, begin- 
ning t. 1, 1996, and allowed a 

one-year transition period for vehicle 
owners to cither exchange their an- 
tique tag for the new vintage tag or 
acquire a standard vehicle license 
plate if they do not wish to operate 
the vehicle as a vintage or collector- 
type vehicle. 

Vehicle owners applying for a 
vintage tag for the first time will pay 
ja one-time $10 registration fee, a 
county issuance fee (generally 
$1.25), and any ad valorem taxes 
which have accrued on the vehicle 
prior to its registration as a vintage

BBC, EEOC joining 
forces in job 
bias cases 


The Better Business Bureau and 
the Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission (EEOC) have joined 
forces to deal wth the heavy load of 
worker discrimination complaints 
filed each month in Alabama. 

It has been estimated that be- 
tween 250 and 300 such complaints 
are received in a typical month, 

Many of these cases have ended 
up in the courtroom, something that 
puts a tremendous strain on an al- 
ready swamped justice system, 

What the BBB-EEOC alliance is 
designed to do is mediate complaints 
at the onset, thus avoiding expensive 
litigation, 

‘This is a one-of-a-kind pro- 
gram,” said Don Boomershine, presi- 
dent of the BBB of Central Alabama 
and counties of the Wiregrass. 

“We are the first bureau to start a 
mediation program with the EEOC, 
and we think it’s a natural.” 

Under the program, when a work- 
er discrimination complaint is for- 
warded to the EEOC, the agency 
will screen it to see if the case 
should be investigated, according to 
Debra B, Wilson, alternative dispute 
resolution coordinator for EEOC’s 
Birmingham office, 

If the charge proves to have mer- 
it, the EE receives permission 
from both parties to mediate the case 
through the BBB, The Bureau will 
then bring in area atlomeys certified 
in mediation to aliempt to resolve 
the dispute short of court. 

"This mediation program can 
save both the government and busi- 
nesses lots of time and money,” Ms. 
Wilson said.

In one giant sweep last Thursday 
morning Peoples Bank CEO Drexel 
Cook made official his retirement by 
the end of the year, revealed the ap- 
pointment of long time Executive 
Vice President Doris Matthews as 
the new president and at the same 
time announced the sale of control- 
ling interest in the local bank to a 
Troy firm.

Mr. Cook explained to bank em- 
ployees, the board of directors and 
stockholders that he was retiring for 
personal reasons, but intends to re- 
main active in the local business 
community as well as continue to 
serve on the bank’s board of direc- 
tors. He plans to maintain his long 
time association with Elba General 


Hospital where he presently serves 
as chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors. 

At the same time he stressed with 
pride that the directors were promot- 
ing one of the bank's own in a well 
deserved move. Mrs. Matthews, a 
Coffee County native, began with 
The Peoples Bank 30 years ago and 
Mr. Cook said her abilities are un- 
questioned. “She has natural busi- 
ness instincts and enjoys doing busi- 
ness, in addition to being an 
accomplished banker. The bank’s fu- 
ture could not be in better hands,” he 
said. Mrs. Matthews assumed the po- 
sition of president immediately. 

Cook said majority interest in the 
bank holding company, Pea River 
Capital, has been sold to Henderson 
Bankshares of Troy, which owns a 
controlling interest in Troy Bank & 
Trust. The Peoples Bank will contin- 
ue to operate under the same name 
and as a stand-alone bank. It will 
have a local board and local manage- 
ment as in the past. This transaction, 
of course, requires regulatory ap- 
proval. 

“The board chose to enter into an 
agreement with an independent com- 
munity banking firm rather than any 
of the large regional or national cor- 
porations because of a strong belief 
that Elba will benefit more with the 
continued presence of a community 
bank,” Cook said. He noted that 
Henderson Bankshares is owned in 
majority by the Charles Henderson 
Trust, which clearly indicates it will 
always be an independent communi- 
ty bank. 

Mrs. Matthews said she is hon- 
ored and excited about the promo- 
tion and looks forward to an even 
greater opportunity to fulfill more of 
the financial needs of the people in

An update on the progress being

Commission approves $10.7 million budget

Monday’s meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission was longer than 
recent ones with a majority of the 
meeting consisting of opening bids. 

The only other major item of 
business was the approval of the 
budget for the fiscal year 1997-98. 

After opening annual bids for 
chemicals (weed control on right-of- 
ways), fertilizer, lime, crushed stone, 
bridge components, and asphalt, the 
commission chose not to award any 
of the bids. They were either tabled 
or held for further review. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
recommended that the lone bid re- 
ceived on bridge components be re- 
jected and the remainder of the bids 
on other items be compared to state 
bid prices before making any 
awards. No bids were submitted on 
seeding, fertilizing and spreading. 

Turning to the business of money,

bley presented a brief synopsis of the 
FY97-98 budget. The balanced bud- 
get, as required by law, totaled 
$10,701,397.00, This is up from last 
year’s budget of $10,340,400.00. 

A breakdown of the budget is as 
follows: 

General Fund - $3,726,760.00; 
Landfill Fund - $2,581,000.00; Gas- 
oline Fund - $2,186,822.00; Road & 
Bridge Fund - $590,000.00; 3RRR 
Gasoline Fund - $1,078,000.00; Pub- 
lic Highway & Traffic Fund 
$257,500,00; and Reappraisal Fund - 
$281,315.00, 

Included in this year’s budget is a 
40¢ per hour pay increase for all 
county employees. 

After Mobley’s presentation, a 
motion was made to approve the 
new budget. This brought on more 
discussion and an amendment to the 
budget motion. 

Earlier in the meeting, Estus 
Walker, executive director of the 
Choctawhatchee, Pea and Yellow 
Rivers Watershed Authority, had ad- 
dressed the commission concerning 
a study project assessing surface and 
ground water in the area, 

The project will also look at the 
quality of water and the availability 
of surface water, Also being looked 
at is the possibility of constructing 
five surface water reservoirs in the 
area. Two of the sites being consid- 
ered are in Coffee County just south- 
west of Enterprise. 

Walke. asked the commission for 
monetary support of the project. This 
resulted in an amendment to the bud- ’ 
get approval motion by Commission- 
er Doug Dalrymple. 

Dalrymple’s motion called for a 
contribution, by the county, of 
$5,000.00 from the general fund to 
the water study project.

Change being made in handicap 
parking credentials 


Disabled drivers and vehicle own- 
ers are reminded by the Alabama de- 
partment of Revenue to check and 
ensure that their vehicles display 
proper parking credentials authoriz- 
ing parking in designated handicap 
spaces, 

Beginning December 1, 1997, Al- 
abama law enforcement will not 
honor the parking of vehicles in 
handicap parking spaces unless those 
vehicles display valid handicap li- 
cense plates or valid handicap park- 
ing placards, 

Valid handicap parking creden- 
tials include either the Alabama 
handicap license plate, issued during 
the 1997 registration year, or the 
1997 removable standard windshield 
(blue) placard or the removable tem- 
porary (red) windshield placard, 

Effective December 1, 1997, 
handicap decals displayed on any 
distinctive tag or Alabama handicap 
parking placards issued before Janu- 
ary 1, 1997, will no longer serve as 
valid Alabama handicap parking cre- 
dentials. 

Individuals who have either of 
these former credentials must be re- 
certified by their physicians using 
federal disability qualifications to 
obtain the Alabama handicap license 
plate and/or the 1997 standard wind- 
shield parking placard, 

In January 1997, Alabama adopt- 
ed federal handicap parking and ve- 
hicle licensing provisions. 

Federal law prohibits the use of 
decals on license plates as a handi- 
cap parking credential and requires 
that the removable handicap wind- 
shield parking placards hang from 
the vehicle’s rear-view mirror.

Ps. §1:9-13 


. , Using the word REVIVAL here is in the concept of restoration to life 
or vigor. Taking it a step further, to QUICKEN or RENEW in the mind. 


‘This Psalm characterizes the state of mind that King David was in after 
hig adulterous relationship with Bathsheba and the death of Uriah. It paints 
a vivid picture and shows the reader the very inside of the soul of a man 
wiio loves God, yet has fallen grievously into a sinful situation. The prophet 
Nathan is aware of the event and has a confrontation with his king. David, 
realizing that he had displeased God with this sinful act of the lust of the 
flesh, has been made to sce himself through the eyes of God. 


David makes no excuses about his transgression - he simply accepts 
God's judgment and admits his guilt. Here, David demonstrates a perfect 
pattern of humility, having experienced at other times God's love and mer- 
cy,/and is asking for forgiveness and a chance for a fresh start, being re- 


stored into God's good graces, 


It’s not so much the fact that we have sinned against God or our fellow- 
man, but that we come to the reality that when we sin we MUST be re- 
stored, a REVIVAL must take place WITHIN us. There are many reasons 


for revival: 


a We have lost spiritual connection with God, thereby losing favor with 


2, We are caught up with the concerns of this world and have neglected 


Ggd’s work, 


3. Too often we find ourselves depending on our intellect and abilities 
and the influence we think we have to get the job done, rather than depend- 


ing on the leading and wisdom of God. 


4, We have lost faith and there is a complacency we harbour about our 


position in God, 


5. Last, but perhaps most importantly, we have lost the love of God, and 
we have allowed Satan to extinguish our once fiery zeal for God and His 


righteousness. 


But God in His mercy has provided a divine solution to our spiritual de- 
linquency, and the remedy is found in 2 Chr, 7:14: “If my people, which are 
called by my name, shall HUMBLE themselves, and PRAY, and SEEK my 
face, and TURN from their wicked ways, then will I HEAR from Heaven, 
and will FORGIVE their sin, and will HEAL their land.” God will respond 
to the prayers of the penitent and will bless them that come with humble 


hearts and a contrite spirit. 


Let it be known that there are REWARDS of revival. Psalms 85 lets us 
know that when revival comes, it will restrain the righteous anger of God, 
as He forgives us for our past sins, never to be remembered again. 


When we realize our shortcomings, and acknowledge our wrong, the 
Spirit of God will restore our conscious awareness of God and will reveal 
the gracious activities that God is doing on our behalf. From this perspec- 
tive we can see the activities of God for us are threefold: 


1.Savingus 2. Sanctifying us 


3. Filling us with His Holy Spirit 


When we get right with God, revival will come like the refreshing flow- 
ing stream from above. God is able to heal and nurture the soul of man 
which is eternal. There is no sacrifice so dear to God as a broken heart, no 
offering so precious as a contrite spirit. It can truly be said that God has 
loved many a wayward person back from the pits of hell to be revived and 
reinstated into the crystal clear forgiveness of God's holiness. Let us not be 
content with forgiveness alone -- seck restoration to the old place, and then 
strive for better. May our Heavenly Father bless you in a continual revival 


and refreshing. Amen.

Because the playing field behind the elementary school is too small for two regu- 
lation baseball/softball fields, the wooded area behind the high school building is 
being cleared to make room for a new sports field. 

Plans have not been completed but the Coffee County Commission has author- 
ized the use of county equipment to be used in the clearing process, Linda West- 
brook, representative of District One on the Coffee County Commission is co- 
ordinating the work being done by county crews, District When the land is cleared 
elementary and high school parent volunteers will do the rest of the work in creating 
the playing field. 


The members of the Class of 1998 got their first look at the paraphernalia that 
seniors get an opportunity to purchase--some of which is semi-required and some of 
which is just desired. 

Included in the semi-required category are invitations. These are described as 
semi-required because they are needed if one wishes to invite peopie to their gradua- 
tion ceremony. However, it is not required that invitations are issued by an in- 
dividual. 

Among the desired items are memory books, senior jewelry, boxer shorts, t- 
shirts, and other assorted keepsakes. Each senior will also include their height and 
weight on their order form so that a cap and gown is included in the order. This or- 
der will be placed on October 1, 1997, and a $60 deposit is required. This is a re- 
quirement--not a semi-requirement. 


To prepare students for college and to help students with their reading skills is 
the reason the members of the tenth, eleventh, and twelfth grade English classes had 
been given a required reading list. 

The students are not required to read all the books on the list but to choose two 
books from the list for each nine weeks, The students choose a book, inform Mrs. 
Shaw of the book chosen, and then have a deadline for reading the book assigned. 
Different books have different deadlines. Tenth and eleventh graders have nine 
classifications of books and seniors have ten. 


The empty cans in the wire baskets designated for empty drink cans are collected 
every Friday during second period by the members of the Environmental Science 
class. 

Any liquid left in the cans is emptied and the cans are placed in large trash bags. 
They are then stored in what is known as the "pump house” until Mr. Ray Faircloth 
comes to collect them. (The pump house used to house a pump. Now Zion Chapel 
is on "city" water and the pump house is used for storage.) 

Mr. Faircloth takes the cans and sells them to a recycling center and then sends a 
check to Mrs. Jackie Jinright, instructor of the Environmental Science class. Mrs. 
Jinright ee the money earned to help finance supplies and equipment for her life 
science lab. 3

otion for the members of the Ad- 
vanced Biology Class who have begun 
collecting bugs. 

Science in Motion is providing stu- 
dents in Alabama schools with the op- 
portunity to use first-hand thousands of 
dollars worth of equipment that is state 
of the art equipment. 

The Alabama legislature first ap- 
propriated funding for the Science in 
Motion program three years ago. Teach- 
ers who have access to the program go to 
15 days of workshops a year and bring 
written lab materials back to their 
schools, When a teacher is ready for a 
particular lab a call is made to Troy State 
University where the Science in Motion 
traveling lab is housed. The lab and 
needed equipment is then brought to the 
school. 

There is no charge for the student or 
the participating teacher. Very few 
schools in the State of Alabama could af- 
ford to individually own the kind of 
equipment that is provided by the Sci- 
ence in Motion program.

Middle School Has 
Accelerated Reading 


An accelerated reading program is a 
self-motivated computerized reading 
management program that is intended to 
improve the reading ability of ele- 
mentary and middle school students. It 
can be used as either a primary or sup- 
plementary reading program, 

Students choose a book from a list 
of books that are rated by reading levels, 
Students read a book and then take a test 
. on the book using a computer program. 
Tests are graded on a point system. 
Points are based on the number of cor- 
rect answers and the difficulty level of 
the book, Students collect their points 
and trade them for rewards, 

This reading program is going to con- 
tinue throughout this year and if it is con- 
sidered successful, it will be continued 
next year,

All bird hunters 
must have new 
hunting permit 


The Alabama Game and Fish Di- 
vision is reminding licensed hunters 
that they are required by the U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service to have a 
permit to hunt migratory birds 
(doves, ducks, geese, coots, snipe, 
rails and woodcock), 

The permits are free and are 
available at all sporting good ven- 
dors in the state. The permit is re- 
quired of every licensed bird hunter 
in Alabama, including lifetime li- 
cense holders. 

The permit will be available upon 
completion of a Migratory Bird Har- 
vest Information Program (HIP) 
card. The hunter will be asked to 
provide name, address and answer a 
few short questions about last sea- 
son's harvest, The hunter will com- 
plete the card and exchange it for a 
permit that must be available for in- 
spection when hunting migratory 
birds in Alabama. 

The purpose of the program is to 
provide reliable migratory bird har- 
vest estimates, so that wildlife spe- 
cialists can make sound decisions 
conceming hunting seasons, bag lim- 
its and population management.
